Applicant's election of the species election of fatty acid as recited in Claim 105; 
the species election of agglomerated eukaryotic medium powder for culturing an animal 
cell as recited in Claim 97; the species election of IGF-1 as recited in Claim 93; and the 
species election of a Chinese hamster ovary (CHO) cell as recited in Claim 102 in the 
reply filed on October 28, 2008 is acknowledged.
